exquisite loveliness. 

In isolated parts of Canada’s great national parks, and in remote 
parts of this great Dominion as yet unspoiled by man, wild flowers are so 
beautiful, so plentiful, and in such variety, that one fs filled with rapture 
akin to reverence at the knowledge that so much beauty could be found in 
one place. It is difficult to realize that there was a time when beautiful 
flowers grew in profusion all over the park. The thoughtless and excessive 
gathering of flowers has completely removed many of the most beautiful 
examples from the easily accessible places where weeds now predominate. 

The threatened extinction of the most attractive of our park wild 
flowers has become a serious problem to the park authorities, The | 
distinction between a flower and a weed js, in a measure, only a question of 
scarcity or abundance; their desirability depends as a rule on their rarity. 
The man who could so popularize the dandelion, the stinkweed and the 
thistle, that they would be gathered in preference to the avalanche lily, the | 
columbine and the lady's slipper, would become immensely popular with the | 
park authorities. Unfortunately the gathering of a bouquet of these! 
weeds would create about the same amount of hilarity as the amateur duck 
hunter proudly displaying his bag of mud hens. 

According to the park Jaws, the man who chops down a lot of 
beautiful trees merely to hear them crash, and the man who fills his car, 
with wild flowers merely to throw them out withered and useless at the | 
next stop, are both equally guilty, and both are liable to a heavy fine. | 
While ninety-nine out of every hundred tourists would view with satisfac- | 
tion the arrest and subsequent punishment of the tree chopper, only one) 
out of the same hundred would not consider the flower waster a xictim of 
Oppression were the same treatment meted out to him as to the tree 
chopper. The reason is that flower picking has become a universal habit, | 
which habit on the part of a selfish or greedy individual becomes a) 
nuisance, depriving others of the enjoyment of the flowers which he only 
appreciates in the getting. A striking contrast is the lover of flowers who) 
sparingly and carefully preserves his specimens for reference, or visits the, 
growing flower many times to study its development, | 

If the tourist would only realize that the unpicked flower will retain 
its beauty for days and add greatly to the pleasure of many future

tourists, while the picked flowers only lasts a half-hour or so, when 
it becomes a sorry wreck and is thrown away in disgust to bring no| 
pleasant memories to anyone! |

Tara, Ont.-If changes are made in 
the United States tariff which are 
found to be detrimental to the inter- 
ests of Canada, alterations in the!

This was the declaration of Hon. | 
James Malcolm, minister of trade | 
and commerce, during an address | 
here, Canada, he said, had made and 
would make her own economic needs. 

Mr. Malcolm's speech was 
designed to meet and answer certain 
statements and criticisms directed! 
against the government's tariff 
policy by Hon, R. B. Bennett, Con- 
servative leader, in the course of his 
Western Ontario tour, 

At the outset he stated that Mr. 
Bennett was trying “to create fear) 
in the minds of the people of Ontario) 
that the government which has so 
successfully administered the affairs! 
of Canada for the last eight VEEN] 
will not be able to meet a new situa-| 
tion which he fears has arisen.” 


“No situation has arisen 
the past eight years that has not 
been satisfactorily met,” proceeded 
Mr. Malcolm. “Nor do I believe the) 
people of Canada fear that should a!

pared to meet it.”

At the same 
time he disclosed that he had had a 
second conversation with General 
Charles G, Dawes, new United States, 
ambassador to Great Britain, and, 
had seen Hugh S. Gibson, United 
States ambassador to Belgium, who | 
arrived in London to assist General 
Dawes in finding a solution to what | 
has been termed the out-standing | 
issue between the two English- 
speaking peoples. 

Premier MacDonald, while very 
brief, was extremely hopeful. After) 
he referred to the great political 
victory Labor had won and the gen- 
eral position of his government, re-| 
marking that there would be no 
miracles and no magic, but a sin- | 
cere determination and courage to 
face public questions, he plunged im- 
mediately into his revelation. 

“We have allowed no grass 
grow under our feet. We have 
ready started conversations with 
United States, 

“I am not a prophet, and am not 
going to pose as one able to pro- 
phesy. I am convinced of this, that | 
the obstacles that have been in the 
way of an understanding have been 
created, if I may ring the changes 
on one English word, by a lack of 
understanding of each other. The 
great thing which is wanted in the 
world today is capacity of different 
peoples, different races and different 
nations, to put themselves in each 
other's shoes. That will be one of, 
the things that we shall try to do in 
the conduct of these negotiations.”

Ottawa.--“Air mail services will 
be inaugurated shortly between 
Montreal and Detroit,, and between 
Toronto and Buffalo, which will fur- 


ther advance mail connections not 
only between this country and the 
United States, but with cities in 


western Ontario, such as Hamilton, 
London, and Windsor,” declared Hon. 
P. J. Veniot, postinaster-general, 
speaking over the radio from sta- 
tion CNRO, Ottawn, recently. 

“The department hopes to inaug- 
urate the prairie air mail service be- 
tween Winnipeg, Regina, Moose Jaw, 
and Calgary, and between Regina, 
Saskatoon, North Battleford and Ed- 
monton, some time during the com- 
ing autumn. These services will af- 
ford a 24-hour saving in time in the 
movement of mails from terminus to 
terminus, and will give correspond- 
ing advances to intermediate points,” 
Mr. Veniot said. 

“The objective at which we are 
aiming is, of course, a trans-Canada 
route, and the services so far decid- 
ed upon are merely steps towards 
that objective. In the course of a few 
years, Canada's coast-to-coast air 
mail route may be in operation, This 
country occupies a strategic position 
which will enable the rapid moves 


| ment of mails from Europe to the 


Far East to be made by air, from 
Belle Isle to Vancouver, in less time 
than by any other air route. 

“Aside from the benefits that are 
to be had by the Canadian people, 
this international aspect of the ques- 
tion is of the first importance. 

“Since the autumn of 1927, the 
post office department has carried 
no less than 416,885 pounds of mail 
by air—-111,445 pounds of British 
and foreign mail, 105,783 pounds for 
remote frontier settlements, and 
115,330 pounds for mining camps. 
The remaining weight of mail was 
between Canada 
and the United States and between 
Canadian cities. This is not a small 
achievement, but it is slight in come 
parison with what I believe the fu- 
ture holds in store. 

“Air mail is hére to stay. Canada 
must not lag behind in the race, if 
her standing in aviation is to be 
maintained and her postal com- 
munications are to remain at the 
high standard which is a matter of 
just pride to the Canadian people.”

The cold win 
ter temperatures and winds of 
Northern Siberia do not prevent for- 
ests from growing far north of the 
Canadian limits of tree growth. As 
for the altitudes, the true prairie re- 
gion near Winnipeg has an elevation 
of only seven hundred feet. 

[It is true that the climate 
prairies makes reproduction 
tain and growth slow, yet it does not 
hy any means preclude the possi- 
bility of forests. There are 
tensive in Canada where 
climate is so dry as to prevent trees 
from growing. In an area where 
the climate will allow trees to estiuy 
lish themselves and where no forests 
exist, there must be other more im- 
portant factors at work. The chang- 
ing appearance of the prairies indi- 
cate that these unfavorable — influ- 
ences have been removed. 

One hundred thousand shelterbelts 
and hundreds of naturally establisn-!

Cattle Diseases Kept Out Of Canada 
By the Vigilance Of the Depart-

Canada is fortunate in having es-, 
caped many of the diseases of live.

He determined, when he re- 
turned to western Canada at the ces- 
sation of hostilities, to tackle the to- 
problem in northern Alberta 
though he knew he would be 
that it was an impossibility in 
such a cold climate. 

With the assistance of both Fed- 
eral and Provincial officials from the 
departments of agriculture, he be- 
gan his experiments on vacant land 
within the city limits. They were 
watched with great interest, since 
the postman-planter was pioneering, 
it generally believed that 
his chances success were slim. 

But his tobacco grew rapidly and, 
when cured, was highly praised by 
local pipe-smokers. Since he knew 
in detail, the methods of cultivating 
and curing the Turkish varieties, he 
This proved to be 
a long and involyed process, but in 
1926, through the assistance of the 
Alberta Government Trade Commis- 
sioner and the British Ambassador 
in Constantinople and after reams of 
official correspondence had passed 
back and forth, procured four 
solitary seeds. 

These he developed in a cold frame 
and cherished like diamonds. They 
grew rapidly and, by last summer, 
he had sufficient seed to plant an 
acre. In July, all his tobacco was de- 
stroyed by hail but, after cutting the 
plants off at the ground they sprang 
up again and he harvested his ex-

In his report of the station for 
last year, Mr. W. R. Leslie, the su- 
perintendent, states that some of the 
commercial varieties are bearing 
well. Campbell's Early, a grape of 
high quality, gave a very heavy crop, 
but owing to the coolness of the sea- 
son it did not ripen all of the fruit. 
Other varieties, such as Beta, Alpha, 
and Suelter produced crops that ma- 
tured satisfactorily. This grape is

WORLD HAPPENINGS

Director Bauerle of the Zeppelin 
works has gone to Tokio to prepare, 
for the arrival of the Graf Zeppelin 
there on its cruise around the world.

Air Routes For Alberta 


Three Are Likely To Be Established 
Very Shortly 

Establishment of three main Al- 
berta air routes by early next year, 
one leading east from Canmore to 
Montreal, one north from Edmonton 
to the Mackenzie River, and one 
south from cither Calgary or Ed- 
monton to Coutts, on the Interna- 
tional border, are the chief probable 
developments at Ottawa in the near 
future emphasized by H. B. Ads- 
head, member for East Calgary, on 
his return to the city. 

The matter of the air mail routes, 
Mr. Adshead stated, had taken up a 
considerable amount of time, The 
question of award of the contract for 
the East and West route, he said, 
was still undecided, but, he claimed, 
the amalgamation of three Western 
aviation companies into one concern, 
under the heading of the Great 
Western Airways, Limited, of Cal- 
gary, had simplified matters consid- 
erably, and had greatly increased 
the likelhood of a split in the main 
contract. “The split, if it takes 
place,” he said, “will make it neces- 
sary for one company to. operate 
from the East to Regina, and for an- 
other company to operate from Re- 
| gina to the West.” 

As soon as the matter of the mail 
route across the continent as far as 
; Canmore had been decided, he con- 
| tinued, the government would in all 
probability take up the establish- 
;ment of routes North and South. 
| These, he pointed out, would con- 
| verge on Southern Alberta. 

By next spring, moreover, Mr. Ads- 
| head stated, it was very possible that 
| everything would be ready for estab- 
| lishment of the final link in the At-| 
| lantic to Pacific air mail service, the} 
| route over the Rockies to Vancouver. 
Although a recent press notice had 
implied that this route would be from | 
Edmonton, by way of Jasper Park, | 
Mr. Adshead stated emphatically)

Rid Mexico 
Of Drink Evil 


President Gil Inaugurates Campaign 
To Restrict Sale Of Intoxicants 


President Portes Gil's campaign to 
rid Mexico of the drink evil hag 
gained such momentum that it has 
become one of the chief topics of 
discussion throughout the ‘country 
and one of the principal subjects of 
legislation, 

The president's appeal to state 
governments to second his endeavors 
|has met with ready response in the 
form of orders restricting the sale 
| and consequently consumption of 
alcoholic liquors, as well as regulat- 
ing the number of saloons. 

Governor Raymundo Endiquez, of 
Chiapas, has instructed the state 
| treasurer to establish so heavy a 
tax on intoxicating drinks that their 
manufacture will be unprofitable. 
This measure, in addition to discour- 
aging manufacture of liquor, is cal- 
culated to oblige the saloons to 
charge prices beyond the reach of 
the average man. 

Governor Enriquez also has order- 
ed that the saloons be forced to pay 
| Increased taxes, hoping through this 
means to cause many of them to 
| close. Furthermore, he has prohibit- 
ed the sale of intoxicants on ranches 
and farms, many of which employ 
hundreds of peons. 

Similar, although less stringent 
measures have been adopted in other 
states, and the war department has 
prohibited sale of liquor to soldiers. 

The government of Mexico City 
| has placed a ban on sale of liquor in 
| dance halls and has notified cabaret 
| proprietors that they will no longer 
be allowed to employ waitresses. 

Anti-alcohol leagues have 
formed throughout Mexico 
mothers, teachers, school children 
and workers, and lectures on the 
evils of the drink habit are being 
given in theatres, the schools, union 
headquarters and other — public 
assembly places.
